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The "MODES OF OPERATION" discussion on pages 3-1 and 3-2 does not 
accurately describe the options available in emulations other 
than Hazeltine, nor does it clarify the basic differences in the 
way the various emulations operate. A brief discussion follows: 

The major differences in the modes of operation available involve 
three significant areas: 1) how video attributes are handled, 2) 
how protection is handled, and 3) batch transmissions. 

ATTRIBUTES. The Hazeltine, VPT/R25, and ADM3A modes all use 
character attributes as described in paragraph 3.4.5. 

The TVI mode uses field attributes as described in paragraph 
3.4.2, and the attribute tags may, or may not take up space on 
the display depending on Set-Up selection. 

PROTECTION. The Hazeltine, VPT/R25, and ADM3A modes do not 
protect data against being overwritten ^ interact ive m odes . 
They do permit clearing foreground data without affecting back- 
ground data, and do permit tabbing over background data for form 
fill applications. A "Vertical Wrap/Auto Page" mode is available 
by remote command to prevent data from scrolling. 

In the TVI emulation, protection may be turned on or off by 
remote command. When it is on, the cursor will automatically tab 
over background (low intensity) fields to the next available 
foreground location for both keyboard and received data . In 
addition, the "Vertical Wrap/Auto Page" mode is available to 
prevent data from scrolling. These features do not vary between 
the interactive and block modes. 

BLOCK NODES are available in the Hazeltine, ADM3A and TVI emula- 
tions, but not VPT/R25. In the Hazeltine and ADM3A block modes, 
background data is protected against being overwritten from the 
keyboard but not by received data, and the display will not 
scroll except in Hazeltine Line Mode. In the TVI block mode 
protection is no different from the interactive mode.
